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DR, H. H. KUNG 


For some time past it has been 
known that Dr. H. H, Kung’s health 
was ‘giving him ‘and his friends 
anxiety. It now appears that authori- 
tativo medical opinion has expressed 
a strong desire for Dr. Kung to 
Undergo special treatment, owing to 
‘an examination of his condition, It is 
understood that Dr. Kung has de- 
‘olded to take this advice and has put 
himself accordingly in his doctors’ 
hands. Tt is hoped: that this will 
‘obviate the necessity which might 
otherwise arise for a visit to German 
‘specialists in Europe after obtaining 
the requisite leave of absence. There 
will be much sympathy with Dr. and 
Madame Kung and an earnest hope 
for his speedy recovery. Dr. Kung 
has ‘beon very heavily worked as 
Finance Minisier in recent months. 
He has had his share of anxiety and, 
indeed, of eriticism. At this moment 
it Js pleasant to think that he has 
lately ‘managed to acquire credit for 
the part played by him, in conjune- 
tlon with the Minister for Railways, 
in rehabilitating the Government 
allway finance. His erities have had 
thelr Innings, but they cannot al 
togethor refuse to him responsibility 
for the, so far, satisfactory handling] 
of the ‘currency problem. Nor has| 
Dr, Kung withheld attention from 
the reform of the rovenuie system or | 
from the need for the removal of re~ 
strletions on trade, Tho Government, 
in these matters, has not been able 
to move as rapidly as the critis| 
‘would like or, in fact, us the clrcum= 
stances in certain particulars havo 
preseribed, but Dr, Kung has the 
knowledge that he has done his best 
in conditions of great complexity and 
diiculty. 




















‘THOSE DISCUSSIONS 


It is to be hoped that in due course 
‘and inthe right almosphere Mr. 
Shigeru Kawagoe will be able to re- 
ume his conversations with General 
Chang Chun with the Imporlant pur- 
ose of cementing Sino-Japanese co- 
operation. Jn the meantime it may 
be appropriate to express sympathy 
‘with the newly-appointed Japanese 
Ambassador to China. Messages 
from Japan and elsewhere continue 
to convey all kinds of comment from 
Japanese editors and correspondents 
to whom ‘no rumour Is apparently 
too fantastic and no prescription too| 
indelicate to present for the attention 
‘of Mr. Kawagoe and, even, the Chi- 
Rese Government. It would not be 
rash to assert that were any non- 
Japanese source to display a tithe of 
Buch Imeginativeness there would be 
Tumble of pained indignation in 
‘Tokyo or other places where mill- 
tant arbiters of China's destiny fore- 
gather from time to time, Mr. Ka- 
wagoe is certainly pursuing his avoca- 
Hons here in circumstances of con-| 
siderable diffculty If he feels it in-| 
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eumbent on him to pay heed to the! 


gratuitous advice thus watted across 
the sea in minatory guise. Fortun- 
ately for Japan and for him, he is 
probably able to rely on the essen- 
Hat sanity of the able statesman who 
‘presides over the Tokyo Foreign 
‘Office. He may also count on the] 
sincere goodwill of many Chinese 
‘and foreigners who have here been 
impressed by his courtesy and bal- 
‘anced judgment. He does not give| 
way to exuberant sentiment, but ho| 
equally is not disposed to forget that} 
sincerity has reciprozal qualities and 
cannot be cultivated by unilateral 
‘admonition. 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN 


Although frequent references are 
made to the clash of Japanese and 
Russian interests on the borders of 
Manchoukuo and — Mongolia, it 1s 
‘significant of the general friendliness 
of relations between Moscow and 
Tokyo that accord has been lately 
reached on two important issues: the 
Ashery auctions and the oil leases in 
Sakhalin. “Mr, Manoru  Shigemitsu, 
the Ambassador designate to Soviet 
Russia, has cautiously stated that 
‘conclusion of those agreements does 
not necessarily dispose of all difteulty 
in Russo-Japanese relationships, it 
‘must be abundantly clear that with 
thofe sources of controversy salis- 
factorily ranged, neither country will 
be inclined to ‘allow boundary dis- 
putes in Manchoukuo to develop into 
‘major diplomatic issue to the pre- 
Judice of peace. It must also be 
Femembered that the arrangement 
whereby the former Chinese Eastern 
Railway has now come into Japanese 
‘hands carries with it the establish- 
‘ment of commercial links between 
the {wo countries. Jopan is supply 
ing Soviet Russia with certain railway 
stock and equipment to the improve- 
‘ment of her trade returns. It may 
not be rash to say that clouds are 
lifting in Eastern Asiatic Russia and 
the confidence which this journal has 
firmly expressed in discount of 
rumours of war between Russia and 
‘Japan receives further justideation, 
Mr. Shigemitsu is the diplomat who 
is eminently fitted to. take full 
‘advantage of a favouring breeze and 
the happier conditions Ikely to accrue 
from recent Russo-Japanese under- 
standings will give him | strong 
Inspiration when he goes to take up 
his duties in Moscow next month.

CHINA’S FOOD - 
Oct, 17. 

A reader recently asked an. in- 
teresting question regarding China's 
food producing eapacity in relation 
to that of Japan with the probable 
‘consequences in case of war. After 
quoting the relative density of 
population of the two countries, he 
enquired why Japan with more 
people to the square maile is able to 
produce her own food requirements 
while China, with a lesser density, 
has to make large annual imports 
from other countries. ‘The premise 
‘was not quite accurately stated be- 
cause neither China nor Japan is 
self-supporting in regard  to- food 
and both have to depend, to an 
appreciable extent, on supplies’ 
from other sources. " That is one of 
Japan's principal grounds for con- 
tinental expansion. Neither does: 
reference to density always prove 
a reliable guide for in two countries. 
Uke China and Japan, both essen- 
tinlly agricultural countries one far 
more so than the other,: industrial 
developments which are steadily 
arawing people from the rural to 
the urban districts where great 
manufacturing centres" have been 
established, as well as the existence 
of areas of a differing degree of 
fertility, make an accurate ap- 
preciation Impossible. For instance, 
Japan ranks fourth in the world in 
density figures according to'a recent 
compilation, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands and Great Britain preceding 
her in this order, giving Japan a 
density of 169 persons per square 
kilometre. ‘This does not seem un- 
reasonably high because of big con- 
centrations of population in the 
cities. A more accurate standard 
the population on the small amount 
of arable land available—computed 
at 15 per cent,, of the whole area— 
and the figure is 2,774 per square 
mile with a diminishing capacity 
for meeting national requirement 
As a result, there has been increas- 
ing imports of foodstuffs, although 
much of it is raw material which is 
re-exported in a “fnished” state 
afterwards and constitutes part of 
‘apan’s export trade. ‘This includes 
rice, wheat, beans and peas, eggs, 
raw sugar, fish and meat.” ‘The: 
quantity, of course, is regulated by: 
the fluctuating home production 
and good crops in the past year or 
two have reduced the dependency 
on other countries, but it is not 
‘expected that this condition will be 
permanent, 

China presents a somewhat 
similar picture although the re- 
Vance on foreign supplies of food is 
cause for comment in the Customs 
returns and an increasingly difieult 
problem for agricultural econémists 
who are attempting to reconcile the 
fact that one of the largest agricul- 
tural countries in the world is 
‘unable to feed its people with its 
‘own products. Last year China im- 
ported cereals and flour to the 
value of neatly $136,000,000, of 
which nearly $90,000,000 was re- 
presented by rice. ‘The quantity, 
nearly 13,000,000 quintals may seem 
insignificant in relation to the 
country’s total production which 
estimated at an average of 33 
000,000 quintals, but financially 
it represents a’ large entry on 
the adverse side of China’s account. 
‘The reasons for the necessity of im- 
Porting such foodstuffs offer a study 
of considerable significance, and 
although there has been a gradual 
improvement in quantity and 
‘quality in recent years under Nan- 
king official auspices the day of 
self-sufficiency is not in sight. 
Several important facts are out- 
standing, Although the vast extent 
of tervitory makes this country the 
second largest in the world, the 
ratio between population and arable 
Jand is very little better than that 
of Japan. Again the density factor 
{is no rellable guide, A figure of 
186 persons per square mile has 
been estimated as an average for! 
the provinces of China Proper but 
there is a wide divergence between 
the two extremes, On the North 
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China Plain there are 647 persons| 
to the square mile and in the very| 
fertile Yangtze Valley the figure is| 
probably three times as great. The| 
correct standard to be applied {s| 
‘that of population of cultivated land 
which produces a gure, according 
to Dr. G. B, Cressey, of 1,479 per 
square mile. ‘To quote further this

Reduced to statistical justification, 
with a population of about 450, 
000,000 people, China has about 
210,000,000 acres under cultivation 
which is about 17 per cent. of the 
total area of the country, ac~ 
cording to the authority just quoted. 
There are a good many factors 
which enter into any analysis of 
China's food problem, the majority 
of which hinge on the increasing| 
population. It is generally admitted| 
that practically every acre of 
cultivable Tand is being utilized and| 
centuries of cultivation have yield-| 
fed experience to the utmost in erop| 
production. ‘There has been a con-| 
siderable shifting of economic con-| 
ditions in recent years, whieh 
resulted in rice generally absorbed! 
by local consumption being neglect 
ed In favour of other crops. 
Chekiang presents a concrete ex- 
ample. This province, owing to its 
dense population and diversion of 
interest to other crops, Imports rice 
despite its marvellous, fertility. 
Kwangsi, Yunnan, Fukien and 
Kwelchow are other provinces 
rowing other erops and dependant 
‘on imported rice. In Shantung, it 
is reported, cotton has proved so 
profitable as a eash crop that it has 
isplaced rice production and the 
People must now depend on im- 
ports from other areas. “Kiangsu is 
another province in a somewhat 
similar situation. ‘The basis of the 
cultural system in China is 
fundamentally sound. It could not 
be otherwise after’ centuries of 
development but application of 
‘more intensive methods of farming 
will help in combination with some 
‘method of population control which 
Professor J. L. Buck, of the Uni- 
versity of Nanking, suggests. Cen- | 
tures of sub-division of farm 
holdings into the millions of small 
plots now in existence have elim- 
Inated the possibility of any large 
scale farming based upon higher 
production per capita instead of the| 
maintenance of the largest number 
of labourers, and the drift towards 
the industrial areas is not expected 
to be so extensive as to result in 
any immediate drastic change in 
conditions on this account. TIm- 
provement of transportation from 
the primitive conditions at present 
prevailing throughout the interior 
Will lead to better distribution of 
products from producing areas at| 
present illustrated by the wide dif 
ference in prices in various parts of| 
the country. ‘That the natlonal 
urgency of the problem has not! 
‘been overlooked is demonstrated by 
the efforts of the National Economic! 
Council, assisted by the National’ 
Defence Commission and the Agri~ 
cultural Research Bureau, which’ 
hhas energetically applied ‘its, re~ 
sources fo counteracting natural 
‘and economic forces operating! 
wainst the achievement of self-suf- 
ficiency, but until it is elevated to] 
the status of a major reconstruction 
‘and. development project in the 
Government's plans this disability 
‘must continue. 

















SHIPPING RACKETS

‘The last of the three special! 
articles dealing with the difficulties 
of the shipping companies, both 
Chinese and foreign, operating in 
China in coping with the “racket” 
which has grown up among the in- 
numerable unions, guilds, and clubs 
of the companies’ employees, shows 
‘one solution of the problem. ‘The

ingenious and sound, and may lay| 
a foundation for ‘the complete 
destruction of the “racket.” It 
should not be forgotten, however, 
‘hat the company Is under Govern~ 
ment control and, as emphasized in 
to-day's article,’ the Government 
has decreed that disobedience to the 
company's orders will be construed 
as disobedience to the Government's 
orders and acted against according- 
ly. This gives the Chinese com- 
pany against the racketeers a lever 
‘which the foreign companies do not! 
possess. While the China Mer- 
chants has managed happily to! 
solve many of the questions created 
by the existence of the tea boy 
system, it has not thereby con 
‘tributed to an easier solution of the 
question by the foreign companies, 
since many of the tea boys of whom| 
that company has rid itself have 
mediately gravitated to the other 
‘companies, where they have de-| 
manded employment with the usual 
accompanying threats, ‘This has| 
proved an additional souree of 
embarrassment to the other com- 
panies, who are even now carrying| 
far too many of these shipping 
pests. A situation has arisen which 
calls for urgent action. ‘The com- 
panies can take it: but can they 
take the losses which would follow 
a general shipping strike or its| 
‘equivalent, which might follow’ 
such action and which is the 
bludgeon held over their heads by 
the seamen's unions and clubs and 
guilds they have to contend with? 
‘They might be able to do so; but 
would the loss be worth it? ‘They 
could, of course, follow the example 
of the China Merchants; but there 
fare many who doubt whether a 
company not offically supported 
could stand the strain of the cost] 
of such action and still remain in| 
‘good commercial trim. And “no 
company can continue to exist as] 
such without reasonable prospects| 
of paying dividends, unless it has| 
government backing, which the 
foreign companies have not. 

‘An estimate of the cost to the! 
China Merchants made by outside| 
shippers for their tea boy reforms 
is $21 per month per tea boy. This, 
independent companies regard as] 
preposterous. A. similar charge] 
would make trading impossible on 
their ships, without subsidies. ‘The 
cost may, from the point of view of! 
the China Merchants, be worth it, 
if it gets rid of the tea boy evil for| 
mood after a few years. But it 
might mean bankruptcy for anyone 
else. The tea boy “racket” is an| 
outgrowth of the compradore 
system which has been followed 
until lately by shipping companies! 
in this part of the world for many 
years. Shipping companies were in| 
The habit of farming out their 
Chinese accommodation and, to a 
certain extent, their eargo capacity, 
to Chinese for fixed sums. The 
Chinese would bear the profit or 
Joss from this part of the shipping 
industry according as he could ‘fil 
the space he had Jeased with human 
beings oF freight. ‘The result was 
not obvious at the time, but has 
‘become so since. The compradores, 
in a desire to make the biggest| 
profit they could, filled the pas- 
senger accommodation to over- 
flowing at the best prices they 
‘could gat. In emergencies, such as| 
the Sino-Japanese fighting in 
Shanghai in 1932, there was such a 
demand for accommodation out of 
the city that vessels were in danger 
of capsizing owing to the surge of 
Passengers from one side of the 
ship to the other. ‘There were even 
occasions when, after the passengers 
had been disembarked at the ter- 
minal port, dead bodies of persons 
who had’ been suffocated or! 
trampled in the crush were found 
by ship's crews busy preparing for 
the return journey. Who was 
responsible—the company or the! 
compradore? It isa question which 
raises all the other questions related 
to the abuses which have given 
rise to the numerous “rackets” 
existing among the Chinese em- 
ployed in the shipping firms. 

‘The case against the tea boys has| 
been made to look very black in| 

articles published by this| 
Journal; but to a certain extent 
they are as much victims of the| 
‘compradore system as are the pas-| 
sengers and companies they prey| 
upon. It has been a practice for 
tea boys to pay for the privilege of, 
serving on ships—sometimes to the! 
ship's compradore, at other times| 
to outside agencies which are re- 
puted to be affliated to powerful 
gangsterdom. As much as $400

In them, the 
‘compradore system and the employ- 
ment of assistants to the com- 
pradore by the compradore himself, 
is a relic of the days when contacts, 
between foreigners and Chinese’ 
were not so easy as they are to-day. | 
Some of the companies have! 
abolished compradores and installed 
pursers, who have taken over most 
of their duties. But the abolition 
hhas not done away with the tea boy 
evil. Something much deeper is 
needed to uproot a harmful growth | 
which has had time to dig very 
deep indeed. It will be seen from 
to-day’s article that the China Mer- 
chants, at considerable cost, has 
been able to clean up the worst 
features of the tea boy “racket.” 
How have they been able to do £0? 
‘The astuteness and probity of their 
management is one reason. But is 
not the fact that they have had the’ 
full support of the Chinese Govern- 
ment the principal one? If the 
Chinese Government can set its 
face against the “racket” where its 
‘own company is concerned, is it 
‘outside: the ‘bounds of reason to 
hope that it will do its best to: 
stamp out the evil also in other 
‘companies?

Mr, Burton Sayer—happily restored 
to health—returned from leave on

spacious days return, 


‘The official announcement gives 
‘@ welcome assurance that the aboli- 
tion does not imply diminution of 
the Council's desire to afford the 
fullest information to the public 
through the Press. It is doubtful 
whether this guarantee can be 
fulfilled. By appointing as Infor- 
‘mation OMcer a than of recognized 
standing in his profession, the 
Council ensured proper guidance to 
its oficials on the ethics of press 
publicity and an independent and 
authoritative Maison with the news~ 
papers and other journalistic 
agencies. In Great Britain’s time 
of economic stress, it was expected 
that the various departments might 
shed their information officers and 
rely on their own officialdom for 
contacts with the Press, ‘These 
expectations were not justified. 
Indeed the Government found it 
desirable to strengthen its under- 
standing with the publie by expand 
ing the information machinery, 60. 
much so that, of late, British practice 
has been inclined’ to follow the 
‘more progressive American line by 
appointing Public Relations Officers 
to whose purely press funetions 
is added the duty of direct com- 
‘munication with the public, Pro~ 
portion must be observed and it 
may be contended that the Muni- 
cipal Couneil has insufficient 
‘administrative scope to justify such 
elaborate publicity. Recalling crl- 
ticisms of the: Council's alleged 
coyness in revealing the salient 
facts of municipal administration, 
this contention may find chal 
engers. Stil, such has been the 
difficulty of educating both the 











wit|Couneil and the public in this 


matter, that the fiercest crities of 
the Press Information Office have 
often been the very assailants of 
the Council's “hush hush’ procli- 
vities. ‘The Office has been much 
appreciated by the newspapers who 
have had reason to be grateful to 
Mr. Burton Sayer and his staff for 
valuable and untiring assistance. 
Since, therefore, retrenchment is 
the paramount need of the moment, 
it seems best regretfully to accept 
the Couneit's decision. In so doing 
it is impossible to avoid recording

its original—and rigid—form, may 
Prepare the ground for the creation. 
of a new and more practical system, 

‘The three countries have decided 
to take advantage of the French| 
Government's devaluation plan to| 
pledge themselves to a policy of 
mutual co-operation. They will not 
deliberately depreciate thelr respec- 
tive currencies with the object of 
stimulating thelr trade, To use the 
words of the British Treasury etate- 
ment of Sept, 28 they seck “to 
maintain the greatest — possible 
equilibrium in the system of in- 
ternational exchanges” and to 
avoid to the utmost any disturbance 
of that system by individual action, 
Guided by the bitter experience of 
recent years the signatories may be 
taken to have eschewed recourse 
to “unreasonable competitive ex- 
change advantage” calculated to 
block the way to stabilization. ‘The 
‘agreement, therefore, is not remark- 
able for any immediate pesibility 
of achievement, but rather for the 
creation of conditions which are 
favourable to the gradual assertion 
of recuperative measures in ter- 
mination of the perilous interna- 
tional stringency. As has already 
been intimated, the hope is that by 
reduction of ‘tariffs and by the 
eventual abolition of quotas, the 
‘world may return to a freer in- 
terchange of commodities, The 
revival of exports, international 
Tending, emigration ’and immigra- 
tion—all now subjected to  the| 
ruthless repression of a panic- 
stricken nationalism—would natur- 
ally ensue to the alleviation of 
currency and transfer problems and | 
the mitigation “of external debt 
obligations. Incidentally, assuming. 
this remedial machinery can find 
{installation before it be too late, the 
apprehensions of war to which 
renewed expression has been given 
in Europe, would be relegated to} 
‘the background. 

All three countries—in greater or 
Yess degree—are finding. internal 
political difficulties peculiarly 
obstructive to speedy action.

Informal though the Arab

Broadly the stubbornness of Arab 
malaise in Palestine has had its 
root in an indefinable fear lest the 
economic advancement of the 
Jewish immigrants should lead to 
‘Jewish dominance. Tt has been 
made apparent that the notion of. 
‘creating a national spirit in Pales- 
tine on the basis of an Arab-Tewish 
‘entente lacks certain essential con- 
ditions. Both sides to the contro- 
versy have rights which so far 
have received insufficient mutual 
recognition. ‘The Arab's claim to 
historical associations with Pales- 
tine is based on cultural achieve- 
ments which cannot be ignored, 
Similarly on the Jewish side re- 
gious and national ties with that 
country are strong. Yet both have 
racial and national afflations out- 
side the borders of the Mandato. 
It is common knowledge that those 
aMiliations have been extraord~ 
inarily effective in sustaining the 
‘moral and material position of the 
Jews in Palestine. ‘The Arabs have 
felt that they have been under a 
sad disadvantage in that respect 
and the feeling has added to thelr. 
istrust of the future, Although 
actually their numbers and econo- 
mic development have increased 
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tion, they have not been ready to 
recognize the value of that gain, 
beeause, to them, it has seemed that 
‘he political influence which the 
Jews can exert outside has vastly 
outstripped their own power of 
egotiation with.. the “Mandatory 
authority. Nor is it possible entire- 
ly to acquit the British Administra- 
tion of vaciliation and oscillation in 
policy. ‘The cause may partly le 
in the disparity in the political 
strengths of the respective parties 
‘beyond the confines of the Palestin- 
ian Mandate, 

‘This 1s where the Arab kingdoms 
may fruitfully be invited to assist 
{in composing th conflict, The Royal 
Commission, will, no doubt, have 
under consideration various pro- 
posals which have been tentatively 
ut forward at intervals for ad- 
Justing the Mandate to the require 
ments of the two cultures. Among 
those suggestions has been one for 
the ereation of an Arab Agency 
which may act, as the Jewish or 
ganizations have done, in expound- 
ing the Arab case to the Mandatory 
Authority at’ Whitehal. This 
‘Agency ‘could be given definite 
links. with the independent Arab 
kingdoms who might be invited to 
appoint diplomatic representatives 
{in elose Hasion with it. Palestinian 
Arabs would then be rid of the 
impression that, in making thelr 
representations fo the British Gov- 
ernment, they were without re- 
‘course to an Impartial and inde- 
pendent adviser. Plainly the pro- 
posal to associate the Arab king- 
doms with the Palestine problem 
ralses delicate questions. Fear might 
be entertained lest the warrior

‘TRAIN FERRY 

In inaugurating the new Dove 
Dunkerque train ferry on Oct. 13, a 
project on which 21,000,000 has 
been spent, MM. Corbin, French! 
‘Ambassador to London, gave official 
blessing to a great advance in com- 
‘miunleations, tis now possible to 
board a train at London and wake up| 
in Paris for a fleet of three ships, 
capable of carrying 500 passengers 
each, 25 ears and a full frain of a 
dozen sleeping coaches or 40 loaded 
‘foods wagons, has been constructed, 
for the Southern Railway seting in 
‘co-operation with the French rall- 
ways. ‘The three ferry steamers are 
the ‘Twickenham Ferry, Shepperton 
Ferry and Hampton Ferry Each is 
860 fect long with a beam of 63 feet 
with a speed of 15 knots. ‘Not only 
Is ‘there ample accommodation for 
Passengers with first and second class 
saloons and provision for transporting 
entire trains at a time with thelr 
passengers travelling in the same 
sleepers which they entered at Lon- 
don, but a motor garage able to carry 
25'cars ata time makes it possible, 
through special shore arrangements, 
for driving on or off the ship on an 
{inclined plane from the upper deck 
Where the garage is situated. All this

ARMS QUESTION 

‘The Royal Commission which has 
been Investigating. the manufacture 
of arms in a world wearying for 
eace but compelled perpetually to| 
‘carry the sword has reached the only 
Yogical conclusion as far as Britain i» 
concerned. ‘The Commission is re- 
potted to have decided against na- 
Yonalization’ of the industry but 
favours full government control in. 
case of hostilities, a step whieh was 
taken in the last war. It is manifestly. 
impossible for any government. to 
maintain permanently ‘arms manufac- 
turing establishments of such size as 
to meet all demands of future wars, 
It 1s possible to maintain a number 
of establishments and - accumulate 
‘supplies which will cover immediate 
necessities, and. afterwards it is a 
question ot linking up sultabe in- 
lustries which can be easily trans- 
formed to a war-time footing for: 
‘manufweturing arms. ‘This was de- 
monstrated during ‘the Great War 
when British factories of an amazing 
lety of production revealed 
flexibility which within a short time, 
under government direction and 
organization, were turning out the 
largest supply of arms of any coun- 
tty in the confit. Nationalization 
‘the industry would not only incur 
‘huge annual expenditure but would 
ferand the exclusive maintenance of | 
‘a special Inbour force which, at this 
stage of returning prosperity in the 
country, might cripple ordinary com- 
mercial’ concerns and make | the 
Durden of arms, undesirable as it in 
present cireumstances, more onerous 
fo the people.

NEW PARKING RULES 

‘The new parking regulations were 
put into force on Oct. 15 and a cur- 
Sory survey did not indicate any 
reat "degree of confusion or in- 
convenience which had been anti- 
cipated by opponents of the scheme. 
Of course, a day's trial is too short 
a period to pass any judgment on 
the general scheme in operation but 
public co-operation with the muniei- 
pal authorities will make its applica~ 
tion much smoother. Additional 
policemen were on duty that day 
armed with maps ond assisting 
‘motorists in proper compliance with 
the new regulations, One suggestion 
which may or may not be practical 
is that in order to provide more 
space in the larger parking areas in 
the Central district parking spaces 
be graded in size on the basis of a 
‘small ear or a large ear. Some sort 
of system as this would mean allo- 
‘cating one part of the space to large 
ears and one for small ears, and as 
Wt is said that thirty per ‘cent, of 
cars in Shanghai are on the small 
size considerable saving of road 
space could be effected. Obstacles to 
this scheme would arise from the 
necessity of some motorists having 
to walk some distance to park thelr 
cars instead of doing it in front of 
their offlees or in a more convenient 
spot than the scheme would be en- 
tail, but even to the motorist an 
opportunity to stretch his legs would 
hhave a benefielally healthy effect and 
perhaps compose tempers aroused by 
the —Munlelpal Councit's action, 
Indeed it fs pleasant to think of 
the many new opportunities for 
exerelse and investigation of the 
amenities of Shanghal may accrue 
from this incitement to the ambula- 
tory energy of motor-car owners.

Pelping, Oct, 12, 

‘The 25th anniversary of the 
establishment of the Republic of 
China passed off in Pelping without 
any Incidents and with little more 
Interest or excitement than "that 
awakened by any other hollday. This 
may be partly due to the fact that 
Pelping has probably less. reason to. 
‘be thankful for the establishment of 
the republic than any other city in 
Chine, seeing how thereby ithas b¢ 
shorn’ of all ts former glory and hi 
fever since steadily declined in im- 
portance from year to year. 

Public offices and. banks, schools 
‘and universities were elosed, but the 
shops were open as usual. ‘The streets 
‘were gay with flags—the national flag 
being In evidence overywhere—and 
owing to the number of holiday. 
makers who had a free day, were full 
of cfowds strolling about enjoying. 
thelr folsure, Otherwise one would 
not have known that any special oc- 
eusion was being celebrated: there 
‘were no political meetings or dem- 
onstrations of any kind and no 
special police precautions appear to 
have been taken. 

‘The official colebrations consisted 
in march past of 10,000 men of the

developed. ‘They have 
established their sphere of influence 
on a genuine nationalist reviv 
among the Mongols, nor won the 
confidence of the people.

New Regulations, Providing 
Safeguards for Welfare

Regulations governing the contrac- 
‘tual employment of Chinese Isbour- 
ers abroad, approved by the Ex- 
ecutive Yuan, have been offically 
Jannounced by’ the National Govern- 
‘ment. Henceforth, Chinese labourers 
lengaged to work on plantations or in 
{factories in foreign lands and thelr 
forelgn or Chinese employers, ‘will 
'be required to sign an employment 
contract prepared by the Overseas 
‘Affairs Commission, which specifies 
whether the work involves risk to 
life, In the case of risky work, the 
fempleyer must provide Ife insur- 
fence, and, in the event. of injury oF 
‘death, pensions. 

‘Another rule provides that, in case 
the factory or concern in which a 
labour is engaged closes before his 
contract expires, the employer shall 
provide funds for repatriation as 
Well as lost wages. Before the Chi- 
nese labourers are permitted to go 
abroad, they must undergo 
examinations, falling which epermis- 
sion will be’ withheld.

Mut Villages to Be Destroyed Gradually: Insanitary 
Conditions Outlined to Committee 


(THE Works Committee of the Municipal Council on October 8 


had before it for consid 


leration a lengthy report on the ques- 


tion of squatters’ huts in the Settlement, submitted by the Com- 


missioner of Public Works, 
originally erected by refugees 


The report stated that these huts, 
seeking the security of the Settle 


ment in times of danger, have become the permanent homes of 
various classes of workers, while freedom from any effective 
restriction has greatly encouraged their growth, 


‘They first received attention as a 
serlous problem in 1925, when there 
were slightly over 1,000 in the 
Seltlement, the Public Works Depart- 
ment recommending demolition. A 
census taken in November, 1926, gave 
the tolal number of hut dwellers In 
tho Settlement as 6,600, Nothing effec- 
tive was done until July 103), when 
the Council decided that to prevent 
Iinerease, all existing huts be mapped 
‘and registered and that an annual 
reduction of a definite proportion, 
later fixed at 10 per cent, be en- 
forced, the hut dwellers promising 10 
support these regulations in return 
for the issue of registration discs 
Which were regarded as guarantees 
‘of immunity from immediate inter 
ference, 





Rapla Growth 
‘The annual reduction ceased tor 
the ime in 1984 but the demolition 
I new huts reported was con- 

Tt became clear, however, 
by ‘the summer of this year that the 
numbers reported were insignificant 
and that a rapid growth of hut vil- 
Joges was going on. Accordingly the 
Public Works Department issued two 
‘months’ notice of demolition to a 
number of huts known to have been 
erected since March, "At the expiry 
of this period a further five days 
‘graces was granted; at the end of that 
time the demolition party was taced 
with a erowd of 600 to 400 men and 
‘women armed with atones and other 
missiles, and no attempt to demolish 
was made, 

‘The Public Works Department has 
‘meanwhile completed a re-survey of 
all huts, ‘The results are summarized

registered huts have been reduced by 
2 per cont, since 1991, the almost 
Unrestricted growth of new huts has 
‘more thin doubled the population 
Aiving in: these insanitary conditions. 


Description of Mute 

While some of the huts are built of 
materials salvaged from rubbish, al- 
‘most all have straw roofs, and’ the 
walls are usually of bamboo or reeds 
often plastered, and the floors. of 
mud. As there’ is no proper drain« 
age, the sanitary state of the sur- 
oundings is deplorable. The only 
ocal water supply where such exists 
is from shallow pits, 

‘The occuplers are chiefly factory 
workers, but many other kinds are 
represented, Some huts have quite 
good furniture, some have radios, 179 
have electric light. One -hut dweller 
who is a chau 
us a garage, and mt 
dressed. Some admit havin, 
Chines houses for huts, attracted by 
the greater independence and cheaper 
rent. The cost of erecting a hut 
varies from almost nothing where the 
hhut is built by the occupier from 

aged materials, to over $100, The 
vents being paid in the Eastern Dis- 
trlet for rooms in squatters’ huts vary 
from 40 cents to $3 a month, 

‘The presence of hut villages made 
of highly inflammable materials is a 
constant fre menace, and the Chief 
Officer of the Fire’ Brigade states 
that in the last 30 months the Brigade 
hog attended 86 fires in squatters’ 
hhuls within the Counett’s area, 


SMC, Decisions Not Feared 

‘The occupiers of Mits have come 
to believe that the Counell can be 
intimidated and that its rulings tack 
decision, ‘The practical remedy was 
to rear. those decisions and 
provide machinery which would en- 
sure that they were carried out. 

‘After giving full consideration 1o| 
the report, the Works Committee re- 
commended:— 

(1) That the Council reafirm its 
original decision to reduce the 
‘umber of squatters’ huts in the 
Settlement by an annual quota, 
‘and that no more huts be 
allowed. 

(2) That the whole area be divided 
into blocks for demolition pur- 
poses, and the land cleared of every 
structure a block at a time, 
































starting from the west and pro- 
ceeding eastwards, 

(8) That entire responsibility for the 
demolition scheme be definitely 
‘assigned to the Public Works 
Department.

JAPANESE SAILORS 
DETAINED 


Consul-General Protests to 
Gen, Wu Te-chen 


‘Mr. Kaname Wakasugi, Japanese 
Consul-General in Shanghai, on 
Oct. 17 filed 9 written protest’ with 
Gen, Wu Te-chen, mayor by Greate: 
‘Shanghal, against’ the 1% hour de- 
tention of two members of the 
Japanese Special Naval Landing Party 
‘on Friday moming by members of| 
the Peace Preservation ‘Corps, the 
Japanese Consulate-General" an- 
nounced on October 19. 


According to the communiqué, 
Chief Warrant Oflcers Klyonobu 
‘Murai and Tawezo Kanazaki, of the 
Special Naval Landing Party, wero 
accosted by a Chinese in’ plain 
clothes as they were passing in front 
of the Shih Chin Kungssu. building 
in Chunghsin Road, Chapel, at about 
1030 o'clock on Friday morning on 
their way back to the barracks from 
the ‘Toyoda Cotton Mill In Jessfield 
Road. “As they stopped, they were 
surrounded by armed. members of 
the Peace Preservation ‘Corps who, 
in spite of the oral protestations of 
the two petty officers, forced them 
into a room of the Shih Chin Kungssu, 
‘There, the petty officers wrote out 
thelr names and thelr rank on paper 
3 requested by the Chinese officials. 
‘The two Japanese were detained in 
the building until 1240 o'clock, the 
communiqué stated. At the ‘time 
of their detention, the petty officers 
were in civilian clothes.

Re-organization 


‘Tho Municipal Council, at its 
‘meeting on Oct. 14, decided to abolish 
from the end of this year the Press 
Information Oftce, which was estab- 
shed in 1981. While fully appre- 
lating the valuable work done by 
the oMiee, the Council considered 
that, in view of the financial string- 
eney, the office must be dispensed 
with, 

Full facilities, it wos stated, will 
‘continue to be given to the. ‘press, 
jand the greatest possible publicity will 
be given to Counci affairs. It is 
intended that the work of the Press 
Information OMce shall be transfer- 
red to the Secretariat, and one of 
the assistants in the Secretariat de- 
Anitely will be appointed as publicity 
assistant and will be available to 
interview the press at any time. The 
publicity assistant will issue com- 
muniqués as at present, under the 











General and the Secretary also will 
fix convenient times at which they 
‘can be interviewed by the press on 
important matters, 

It is anticipated the abolition of the 
Press Information Offlee will effect 
@ saving to the Counell of approx- 
‘imately $46,000 a year, 


Abolition of Rickshaw Board 


‘The Council that day also adopted 
the recommendation of the Rickshaw 
Special Committee that the Rickshaw 
Board be abolished at the end of this 
year and that its functions be trans- 
ferred {0 the Police. ‘The Committee 
‘considered that the Board has accom- 
plished the purpose for which it was 
‘appointed. \The licensing of pullers 
hhas been completed, nearly 3,000 new 
model rickshaws are on the streets, 
‘and the hire charge from owners to 
pullers has been twice reduced. It 
is now considered the work of the 
Rickshaw Board satisfactorily can be 
handed over to the Pollee and become 
part of the ordinary organization of 
the Counell. 

‘When the Board was first appointed, 
in May, 1994, it was hoped they 
would be able to carry out thelr 
work within a period of six months. 
‘At the end of six months, ‘an ad- 
ditional period was found necessary. 
and the Board now has been in office 
for over two years. The abolition of 
the Board and the transfer of its 
funetions to the Police should ‘mean 
1 saving to the Council, and the Com- 
mittee considered that, as the Police 
should be able to carry out the work 
Practically as satisfactorily as it is 
carried out at present, the Council 
could not afford to continue the Rick- 
shaw Board in existence. “There will 
be a period of 2% months before the 
end of the year in which the transfer 
‘of the Board's work to the Police can 
bbe satisfactorily effected. 


The Rickshaw Special Committee 
recommended to- the Municipal 
Couneil that a renewal fee of 20 
cents each be charged for public 
pullers’ licences, the amount involved 
to be deducted’ from the grant pald 
bby the Council to the Pullers Mutual

‘shaw licence fee, ‘The money then 
will be the Council's money, but the 
‘Counell, in its discretion, may. e: 
mark it as a contribution from the 
Couneil to the PMLAA. It wa 
further suggested that the trustees of 
the P.MLA.A. should remain as at 
resent, namely, one nominee of the 
Counell, one of the Chinese Rate- 
ayers ‘Association, and one of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commeree, but 
that the Board of Management should 
forthwith be reduced from 12 to 9, 
‘and consist of throe persons appoint- 
ed by the Council, three by the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce, and 
three by the Chinese Ratepayers 
‘Association, and that no owner or 
puller be eligible for membership. 

All these suggestions were approved 
by the Committee, which recom- 
mended accordingly to the Council, 
which that day adopted the Com- 
mittee's recommendations.

Possibilities Outlined by .Air 
Line Chief 


“One may leave Shanghal on 0 
Wednesday and arrive in New York 
on the following Wednesday,” was 
the startling announcement of Mr. 
Harold M. Bixby, speaker at the 
‘American University Club timin, 
held on October 13 in the American 
Club.” By way of explanation the 
speaker added, “when the Clippers 
‘and the Shanghal-Hongkong services 
were flying on regular schedules.” 

It would be a matter’ of eight 
days for business executives to mal 
the trip across the Pacifle "Ocean 
and the American continent ina 
calendar week, inasmuch as in 
‘crossing the international date line

Born at ‘Tor- 
in North Devon, he is a son 
of the iate Major N. H. Matthews, of 
the Lelcestershire Regiment, snd a 
grandson of the late Mr. F. Litch- 
feld-Ward, of Radeway Grange, War- 
wickshire,’ He was educated first at 
the Hereford Cathedral School and 
later “at Christ College, Brecon, in 
Wales, where he was a member of 
the school's Ist Ruggor XV for three 
years, and the Ist Hockey XI for 
two years. 

He left the schoo! after being head 
boy and prefect fer three years. He 
entered the University of London, 
from which he graduated with a 
BA. Ist Class with Honours (Clas- 
sles}, being one of only three to 
obtain Ist Class. He later secured 
his MA. being ‘the only candidate 
of the Year to enter for Ancient His- 
tory.

‘The annual report staled that the 
nancial position of the Society 
showed nett assets had increased to 
$22,387.70 as compared with $17,671~ 
4 last year, thanks to the donation 
of $7,180.35" received through the 
estate‘of the late Mrs. John’ Pren- 
tice. ‘The roll of members now stood 
at 546, which included 24 lite mem- 
bers, as against 050 in the previous 
yenr, The fall in the number of 
members was chiefly due to a 
thorough ‘revision of the register, 
carried out by the hon. treasurer and 
the hon. seeretary, as it was found 
it included many names of those who 
either had left for Home or were 
now stationed in other parts of China 
or elsewhere, and had falled to 
notify the treasurer. 


Charitable Activity 

‘The calls on the charity funds con- 
tinued to be very heavy, and 48 
new cases came before the charity 
‘sub-committee, all of which were 
sympathetically considered, after 
‘careful Investigation of the clroum- 
stances. Edueation grants amounted 
to $300.00, as compared with $514.20 
in the previlous year. ‘The annual 
bursaries competition took place on 
October 19, 1935. The St. Andrew's, 
Day ball ‘Jast year resulted ‘in a 
surplus of $591.33 for the charity’ 
fund, and the fund benefltied by the 
the sum of $1,671.88 from the Ewo 
Handicap. 

‘The Reel Club had a highly sue- 
cessful year, and the registered mem- 
bership of the club now stood at 10 
‘The acting president and members of 
the committee of St. Andrew's So- 
ciety attended a dinner held during 
the year to celebrate the 2ist anni 
versary of the Shanghai Scottish 
Company of the .V.C.

Ject “Why the English Like G, B. 
Shaw," confessed at the oulset that 
he was not sure that they did like

He had 
been writing for the stage for the 
ast 81 years, which was the longest 
‘career in the history of British drama. 
In his earlier years, Shaw had. to 
face a great deal of opposition, When 
his frst play was produced, it met 
with a most, hostile reception, and 
newspaper critics had scarcely | good 
word to say’ for ity damming It with 
the most biting sarcasm. 

Most people, declared tho speaker 
would be rather Inclined to give up 
drama to. become brick-layers it 
forced to suffer such discouragement.

Abuse of English People 

Early in his career, Shaw came to 
the conchision that most people were 
more or less mentally Incompetent, 
and that incorrect ways of life were 
probably the product of thelr ‘own 
mental Incompetence, “He believed 
that If he Inverted an idea, he would 
most probably come upon a truth. 
This idea had to be expressed wilh 
absolute conviction, force and humour. 
‘Shaw had grown tich on abusing the 

inglish people. ‘The English liked 

criticism. ‘They were prepared 
to accept It. It was a desire to test 
things, even themselves, by experl= 
ence, But while. the English de- 
lighted in solf-criticism, behind this 
trait, probably subconsciously, lay’ 3 
feeling that such eritielem could not 
be tru, 

‘Shaw had had a very wide influence 

fon one, and perhaps two, generations 
of young English people, as wide as 
any excopt one of two of his con 
tomporaries, “He had attacked roman- 
elem, with the result that Iitera- 
ture Became less emotional, but more 
analytical, “He ‘had attacked prieti- 
cally every British institution in ex- 
fatence, all with a sense of assertion 
that sprang from a mind that had 
the quality. to think everything out 
afresh for itself. Shaw had thought 
Out his own diet, his own clothes, and 
even had his own methed for pub- 
Hishing his books, 
Dealing with, 
pects of Shaw's life, Prot. or Evans 
sald that, just as the European War 
hhnd a tremendous offect upon every 
reat imaginative writer, so it had & 
profound effect upon Shaw. After 
the war, he began to suspect the 
supreme functioning of reason. He 
saw before him the possibilliy of 
becoming a mystic, and about that 
lime he wrote "St Joan.” This re- 
leased trom him a feeling of romance, 
nd an Interest tn institutions and 
thelr power, a belief in something 
that was Intangible, He had since 
found himself in troubled waters.

‘Smj—In the year 1994 an interesting 
item” appeared in your esteemed 
paper to the effect that tourists had 
Spent ¥.76,000,000 during the frst 
Ral€ of 18% in Japan, You will 
agree, Tam sure, that this is a tidy. 
plece’ of change. How much do 
fourists and holiday makers spend in 
China. Is the tourist trade—or what 
fever one calls it—inereasing and does 
China encourage it? From. what. 1 
saw on a recent trip to Mokanshan, 
T should say—Nol 

T believe that the best way to ex: 
plain. myself would be briefly to 
Gescribe my trip to this resort. We 
‘applied at the North Rallway Station 
for tlekets and were informed that os 
we were going to be away for two 
weeks we would “have to book 
through ‘tickets, otherwise we could 
not obtain return trlekels by rail to 
‘nd from Hangehow, As comfort was 
8 very necessary part of the trip for 
my companion, I asked what the bus 
service from Hangchow to Mokanshan 
was like, and was informed that it 
‘was Just’ 9s good, if not better, than 
the No. 1 buses of the C.G.0, Co, Be- 
ing thus assured, T booked two 1st 
lass through tickets. Hed 1 not 
booked through tickets the difference 
in cost would have been about §27 
more for the two of us,

and after a very comfortable journey,

behind the line, ‘The kicking ‘last 
season was a good deal less futile 
than “usual, 

‘This year there will be opportun- 
{ty for British Rugby to examine its 
‘own shortcomings and assets especial- 
ly with regard td the proposed al- 
terations to one or two of the stan- 
dard Laws of Rugby. 


New Proposals 

‘The Rugby Union at thelr annuat 
meeting last June unanimously sup- 
ported a number of important pro- 
posals by the committee. ‘Three of 
the four Home countles are belioved 
to favour tha proposals, the more 
drastic of which, perhaps, affects the 
scoring of points, 

‘A dropped goal no longer may out 
polnt a try, and that comparatively 
rare event,’ a goal from the mark, 
may sink tn value trom three points 
to two. The recommendation, of 
course, was conveyed to the Inter- 
national Board, 

‘Those who regret the reduction in 
value of the dropped goal from four 
to three, may, however, be reminded 
thag the use of the dropped goal has 
ot gone. It may still save and even 
decide matches. 

Tt was also sought at the meeting 
to define the tack! 
severity of

‘Sergeant Petersen's evidence was 
similar {0 that of the previous wits 
ness, He was, he stated, on duty’ 
with a search party from 3 to 5 am. 
fon the morning of the occurrence, 
heard the seveams as he entered the 
main gate on his return, and went 
over to the bath room with Sergeant 
Simms. ‘The case was adjourned 
until Wednesday, October 21, at 10.30 
am, the accused to be ‘kept in 
ceustody.

be of native and not foreign stone, 

In extonuation of this betrayal 
of {ls own produet, China can point 
to the fact that it was an advens 
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turous Chinese who first discover- 
ed the mines of Burma in the 13th 
century A.D. Others of his race 
from time’ to time went into the 
wild and hostile Kackin cauntry, 
but the Burmese jade, white known 
to China, was so scarce as to be 
probibitive in price and according- 
ly Agured very little vin the in- 
dustry. ‘This stone. was not iden- 
tied ‘as differing trom Chinese 
nephrite until 1863 when Damour 
analysed it as jedelte, a completely 

Separate mineral," Twenty-three 

years Inter a British expedition 

into the inaccessible ‘mining dis- 
trlet made the initial modern in- 
vestigation. 

It is satistactory to think, how- 
ever, that the Burma jade has not 
been entirely unprofitable to 
Chinese financiers and more than 
one of them has managed to secure 
concessions in the jade mines of 
Burma in which large fortunes 
have been made. ‘Thus the two 
main sources of China's current 
jade supply are, frst of all, Central 
‘Asia—notably Hsinkiang—and then. 
Burma; but small quantities are 
mined in Szechuen, and there is 
Green and white stone as near 
Shanghai as Soochow which is 
Known as jasper jade, a similar 
variety being found in Southern. 
Manchuria and used for cheap 
articles by Pelping retailers, 

With its Jong eminence as _ the 
favourite jewel of China it is 
natural that round jade many tradi~ 
tlons and much folk-lore should 
have collected. For instance, there 
is the wonderful story of the 
unfortunate King Chou who fell a 
victim to the beauty of a nelgh- 
bouring princess. He waged war 
fon her father and carried her off 
to be his concubine, and in proot 
of his devotion to her every whim 
he constructed what is described 
‘as the forerunner of the modern 
‘sky-seraper, It was called the 
Deer Tower. Seven years and w 
countless sum of money went to 
its building. | Against King Chou 
came the King of Wu with 
disastrous results, for the en- 
‘amoured monarch.’ Defeated, King 
Chou attired himself in the finest 
court regalia of Jade, and mounting 
the Dear Tower set ‘ire to himself. 
‘The emperor, the jade and the 
famous tower burned before, the 
eyes of the conqueror. King Wu 
entered the captured ‘city and in 
accordance with the etiquette of 
those days he personally cut off the 
head of the dead emperor with his 
yellow axe, and, in order to make 
{a perfect day of it, had the beauti~ 
ful concubine strangled in his pre~ 
sence, 











It is well to point out that jade 
is not associated only with | the 
destructive forees of war and by 
Chinese tradition it was supposed 

je direct influence on the 
prevalence of peace, so that it was 
‘an appropriate ornament at the 
signature of treaties and in celebra~ 
tion of the termination of hostilities, 
‘and yet to vietory in battle the old 
tradition had it that jade was 
essential. It is recalled that one 
general of the Chou dynasty who 
had waged war with uninterrupted 
Success for many years became 
puffed up with his own power and 
imagined that he could dispense 
with the symbolism of jade. On. 
the eve of a battle on the banks of 
the Yellow River the God of the 
Stream visited him in his slumber 
‘and warned him to wear his cap 
of deerskin trimmed with jade on 
the morrow. ‘The general refused 
to accept this divine suggestion 
regarding his headgear and he paid 
the penalty of suffering’ his first 
and final defeat 








Jade has survived the change of 
constitution in China, for the fore- 
‘most decoration under the Republic 
1s the Order of the Brilliant Jade, 
for which military and elvilians 
alike are eligible, and it is recalled 
that the first presentation of this 
decoration was to Sir Miles Lamp- 
son, then British Minister, in 1935. 
General Chiang Kai-shek and the 
Japanese commander’ in the 
demilitarized zone of North China 
have both in recent times made. 
notable ts showing 
how closely the jade stone enters 
into the everyday Ife of the 





country. General Chiang Kai-shek 
warned the rebels in Fukien that 
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it they falled to return to the fold 
within a week the Central Govern 
ment could not help but destroy 
Jade and stone alike. Almost about 
the same time the commander of 
the Japanese atmy of occupation in 
the North of China in admonishing 
restive elements in the territory 
threatened to send aeroplanes {| 
bomb the delinquents, and added 
that wherever the troops went both 
jade and stone would be burned, 


‘as custom demanded, but his eulogy 
was considered to be so exaggerated 
as to amount to Iése-majesté and 
consequently he was punished 
by having his left foot amputated, 
‘and the present was rejected. 
However, he bided his time, and 
when the next king was on the 
throne he offered the jade boulder 
‘again, only to -suffer the loss of 
his right foot. Nevertheless," he 
managed to live longer than Kings, 
‘and the third king, fortified by the 
opinion of experts, vindicated Ho's| 
belief in his stone and he received| 
compensation for his martyrdom| 
‘and his gift was entered in the 
official records as the Precious Jade 
of Ho, After being used by succes. 
sive occupants of the throne of 
‘China for more than 2,000 years, 
the seal was thrown by the Emperor 
|Ch'ien Lung into the Yangtze river 
in order to calm the turbulent. 
waters during a time of 

jstorm. ‘The storm duly subsided, 
but the jade was lost. Years after- 
wards, when the emperor was 
sitting beside the spring in the| 
‘grounds of the Jade Fountain out- 
side the west wall of Peking, he 
‘was amazed to see the seal spouted 
up in the source of the clear 
waters. Before this time, how- 
ever, the seal, 





Tis history has. 
been bound up. with the military 
events of the great Mongol Khans, 
Genghis and Kublai. When the 
Emperor was dethroned in the 
Revolution of 1911 the Republican 
régime permitted the monarch to 
retain the jade symbol and of this 
decision full advantage was taken 
by the creators of | Manchoukuo| 
when his Majesty Kwang Teh 
resumed imperial dignity on the 
new throne at Hsinking. Neverthe- 
less, the Republic of China has its 
‘own Great Seal in the form of a 
new Turkestan jade piece, which 
is duly described in this boi, and 
young as this seal is, it has already 
had its exciting moments. 


Purchasers of jade recelve useful 
information in the chapter on| 
imitations and related stones. Mr. 
Goette points out that the Chinese 
merchant operates on the basis of| 
caveat emptor, the practice of 
disguising non-jades among real 
Jades is by no means uncommon, 
‘and the trade is not above lying! 
blandly if tackled .on the subject. 

Rough and ready tests are! 
suggested to the would-be pur- 
chaser. First of all he should 
remember that an article cheap in| 
price can only be cheap in quality. 
‘Thus a bowl or vase of what! 
appears to be white jade, when 
offered for a small sum should be 
viewed with distinct doubt. ‘There| 
are means of detecting fraud and 
Mr. Goette in this chapter gives 
various useful hints which should’ 
earn him the gratitude of many 
Jaymen and simple-minded tourists. 

Jade as an ornament of cere- 
monial observances is not limited 
to imperial or republican vocations.

‘There is amongst the voters of the 
United States, as indeed in any 
country in the world, a large pro- 
portion which votes consistently for 
fone or other party, if for no better 
reason than that thelr fathers did 
before them. ‘They ate the stand- 
bys of their respective parties. There 
is, however, in all elections a very 
great number of floating votes which 
In the ultimate deelde the fates of 
the candidates. It is apparent this 
year that, for a number of reasons, 
that imponderable factor has in- 
creased in menace to one side or the 
other by developments during the 
ppast four years which have produced 
Imposing voting strength outside th

‘The further away from Shanghai 
and the area under General Yang 
Hu's immediate supervision, the 
worse the activities of the tea boys 
become.

When the time came for the ship 
to sail, nothing happened. It tran- 
spired that the wholesalo dismissal of 
ea boys had totally disorganized

‘wanted a cook for himself, and the 
only way in which the ship could 
sail near to schedule was by re- 
‘engaging the whole slxty-shx dis- 
missed tea boys, who came on board 
the capacities of cooks and_pe 
sonal attendants to the rest of the 


Abollshment 
Incidentally, this story can be 
inked up with an effort made pre- 
viously by the shipping companies 
to overcome the tea boy evil. In 
common agreement, | the | shipping. 
companies decreed ' that tea boys. 
would thenceforth be abolished. And 
it was so; the tea boys were abolished, 
but they’ all remained at thelr posts 
under the name of “cooks.” 

‘The full story of the abuses which 
have grown up under the present 
system would make an interesting 
Book. On occasions men have as- 
sumed positions on compradores’ staffs, 
‘ousting the proper employees, and 
have refused to be dislodged claiming 
that they had the backing of, the 
union and threatening strikes, Some 
of these men have been quite un- 
sulted to thelr duties, have been in- 
subordinate, and sometimes of a type | 
the companies or the compradores 
‘would not dream of employing. These 
unweleomed intruders have often 
been backed up by other members of 
the erew, and the companies have 
been faced with the alternative of 
Putting up with them or taking the 
tisk of heavy losses through thelr 
ships being tied up. 


‘Tea boys have sometimes occupied 
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The charges of extortion made 
Jagainst the tea boys are innumerable, 
JOn one ship tea boys insisted upon 
tips ranging from $4 to $5 from 
[Chinese passengers between Hankow 


[Chinese first class, on foreign ships 
[between these poris is in the nelgh- 
[bourhood of $12 and $15, according 
to the system in use in the different 
Jcompanies, some employing pursers 
‘who charge fixed fares, others farm- 
ing out the Chinese accommodation 
to compradores who can charge what| 
they like for It, It can be seen that| 
the extortion of the tea boys adds 
about 334d per cent. to the cost| 
‘of the passage—an imposition that| 
harms business and penalizes pas 
/sengers. On some runs the recognized 
extortion comes to 100 per cent, 
‘The pleture is not one of unrelieved 
gloom, since better co-operation by 
the Seamen's Union has helped to end 
certain evils. Where tea boys for 
erly refused’ to help the rest of the 
crew in emergencies such as fire, any 
similar action would now receive the

In the past there have been 
tions from the Tea Boys Guild 
to structural alterations in ships on 
the ground that they would deprive| 
them of Jobs, This sort of interfer- 
‘once is not frequently met with now. 
But nevertheless there remain s0} 
many exactions that the companies | 
are seriously put to it to find ways| 
and means of preventing them. 


‘Omcial Co-operation 

The shipping companies do not 
complain of lack of co-operation from 
the authorities in putting a stop to 
these exactions. ‘When. they are 
brought to the notice of the author! 
tes concerned, correctives of a sort| 
are applied. But the correctives do| 
not appear to be drastic enough to| 
cure the malady and the authorities| 
seem unable to serew themselves up| 
to the point at which they can make 
them so. And inevitably, the question 
ig asked: Would not sironger Gov- 
ernment support of the authorities 
concerned provide the solution? The 
‘experiences of the China Merchants 
‘Steam Navigation Co, in dealing with 
the evil with Government backing 
seem to supply an answer in 
affirmative,

CMS.N. CO.’'S EXPERIMENT 


Since their reorganization under} 
Government control in February thie 
year the China Merchants Steam 
Navigation Co,, have been very suc- 
cessful in coping with trouble caused 
by tea-boys.. Their methods are in 
ttruclive to others and have proved 
Profitable to themselves, since th: 
company is winning back a lots: 
Tost business, 

‘When Mr. J. K. Choy and his 
assistants took over, they found that| 
the staff of the head office of the 
company was at least three times to>| 
large. ‘They instituted a system of 
‘examinations which eliminated the 
superfluous and inefficient elements, 
and reorganized their shore staff on 
modern business lines. ‘The sea- 
going staff was rather a different 
matter, for there the management | 
which ‘had had control for years had 
allowed matters to degenerate to a 
point where there were greater and| 
apparently more insurmdintable dif- 
Seulties than the British and other 
foreign companies had to face. 

‘The compradore system was in 












vogue in all the company's vescels. 
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Chinese accommodation was farmed 
out to certain individuals who made 
‘as much profit out of it as they could. 
Passages could not be booked in 
advance; would-be passengers had to 
‘down to the ship and bargain 
With the compradore or his assist 
fants for the best terms they could 
Get. This practice led to all kinds 
fof abuses, two or even three times 
the proper number of passengers be+ 
ing carried, necessitating the employ. 
ment of many more  tea-boys and 
other compradore assistants than 
‘hip ought to have had, 
couraging extortion and gr 


System Abolished ; 
Carrying out the instructions of 
the Government in the reorganization 
‘of the company, the new management, 
after having settled with the shore 
Staff, turned its attention to the ships 
‘The '‘compradore system was abolish- 
ed, and instead the company install. 
‘ed’ pursers or “business managers” 
who were put on the salary lst. The 
‘boys thus came directly under 
the control of the company, which 
paid them and reserved the right to 
Shire or fire.” ‘There was opposition 
from the vested Interests, of course, 
but with Government backing the 
company overcame it and persisted 
{in its polley of reform. 

‘On the company's ships which 
were changed to the purser system, 
there were at least six hundred tea- 
boye-tar too many for the needs, 


























In which the boys were taught the 
elements of thelr trade. ‘This school 
hhas served its purpose and is no 
Ionger in existence, but it did in- 
culeato the rudiments of courtesy and 
fefielent attendance In its pupils and 
thus did a lot of good. 
Medical Examinations 


‘Then all the tea-boys were requir 
e@ to submit to a medical examina~ 
ton, ‘Two institutions assisted in this 
=the Health Department of the City 
Government and the Chinese Red 
Cross Hospital. And the company 
‘was able to secure the co-operation 
of the seamen’s union, ‘The company 
pointed out to the “union that it 
Should not want on its list of mem- 
‘bors diseased or decrepit persons who 
might damage its good name. Tt also 
pointed out that the examination was 
being carried out under the ordors 
of the Government, Further, the com- 
pany set upasystem of registration of 
tea-boys, All tea-boys who were 
Pronounced ill of diseases such as 



























Consumption and others which wera 
Ukely to be fatal were dismissed 
with’ gratulties amounting to abont 
two months’ of thelr pay. Others 
who were fll but who could be cur- 
ed, were taken off the pay-roll until 
they were well, Fucilitles for curing 
them were given, and they were 
allowed to register with the company 
as soon as they could produce a 
medical certificate that they were 
cured, 

The company made no promise ty 
re-employ them in this event, but 
told the men that they would be 
Elven preferential treatment when 
vacancies occurred. Registered tea- 
boys, would be given first offers of 
‘any Jobs that turned up. Tn this way 
‘about 180 tea-boys were taken off 
the ships; some permanently got rid 
‘of, others put on the waiting list,

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DEATH OF A NOTED CHINA MISSIONARY 


‘The Rev. Thomas Bryson —Born in Edinburgh, 1843; 
Died in Tientsin, 1936

It Is seldom that a man's active 
eareer in the Far East exceeds 35 
‘years. A few remain to celebrate 
The 40th anniversary of their arrival 
fon theso shores and it is rarer still 
to hear of anyone commemorating 
a jubilee of life and work in China. 
‘But there passed away on October 9 
in Tientsin a. venerable missionary, 
who within a few months would have 
completed 70 years since the day of 
‘his landing in Shanghal on January 
10, 1867, An old faded letter, now 
in tho possession of the family, gives 
a faetnating account of the fve 
‘months’ voyage ipper 
“Silver Eagle” from London vid’ the 
Cape. ‘The accommodation was 
primitive, the food decidedly lacking 
{fn variety and they were once for 90 
days without a sight of land. 

“Therras Bryson and a young rsic- 
sionary couple, who had travelled ott 
with him, disembarked at Woosung 
fon that chilly winter's day with n¢ 
fone to welcome them but they ap- 
pear to have been quite undaunted 
by. the initial diMtculties of finding 
thelr way to Shanghai, A. sedan 
chalr was engaged for the lady but 
the two men decided to foot the in- 
torvening miles and it is not sur- 
prising to learn that they were 
Ltterly spent when, after dark, the 
party reached the hospitable home 
of Dr. Willlam Muirhead. A week 
Tater young Bryson was being wel- 
comed at Hankow by another notable, 
representative of the London Mission~ 
ary Society, Dr, Grifith John, with 
whom he Was to be associated for 
nearly 20 years, 


Apprenticed as Architect 


Mr, Bryson was born in Edinburgh 
on May 29, 1043, the eldest of fve 
children and was educated at Heriot's 
Hospital in that city. At an early 
tage he left school and was apprentie~ 
ed toa firm of Edinburgh architects, 
‘where he lald the foundations of that 
sound knowledge so valuable in later 
years. ‘The lad was determined to 


‘ment the deflelencies of his schoo! ' 


‘education by assiduous attendance at 
fight classes, Diaries and letters of 
‘that, period, written ina 
plate hand, which is 1 

of his descendants, ive a vivid ple- 
ture of strenuous days in the office, 
followed by laborious nights of study. 
He was of a sorious turn of mind 
‘and, in his mid-teens, associated him 
solf’ with the U. P. Church at St. 
James’ Place, Edinburgh. where he 
‘was soon in ative Christian work. 

Tt was not long before a sense of 
voeation developed and, in his 
teenth year, ho decided’ to become a 
missionary. The way was not easy, 
but his Scottish grit and the “frm 
conviction of his call triumphed over 
all dimeulties and. in 1062, he was 
accepted as a candidate by’ the dir- 
ectors of the London Missionary So- 
elety, who hod. sont out Dr. Robert 
Morrison, the frst Protestant _mis- 
sionary for China in 1807. For the

Mr. Bryson was ordained at ‘St 
James! Place, Edinburgh, on July 12, 
1808 and the followifig month, sailed 
for his adopted country, We have| 
already seen him at his destination 
five months later, eagerly facing the 
problems of a ploneer missionary in 
this peculiarly dificult fleld. He had 
no illusions as to the nature of his 
tank, for he was the first forelgner 
to reside in the great city of Wu 
chang across the Yangtze from Han- 
kow.

It is dimeult to sum up in a fow 
words the leading characteristics of 
this sturdy son of ‘Scotia, He had 
the national reticence in’ speaking.

‘most intimate thoughts of his heart 
about Life and the Great Beyond, 
But his convictions were based upon 
the solld foundations of experience in

all vital matters and ‘his faith was 
clearly revealed in a life of striking 
simplicity, apparent to all observers. 

One remembers, too, his courteous 
tolerance of the opinions of those who 
differed from him on questions: of 
religious belict and, although a form- 
Idable opponent ‘in debate, who 
stated his case with the utmost vigour 
‘and directness. he never yielded 
where a principle was involved and 
never harboured a grudge against 
anyone. 

‘More than one old colleague has 
remarked that they never heard him 
say an unkind word and he detested 
malicious gossip. His ringing laugh- 
or was infectious and he rvelled 
in a good story with a keel, sense 
‘of humour which is the salt of life. 
He loved little children and took 
intense interest and delight In the 
arrival and progress of the numerous 
grandchildren. “He hos passed to his 
reward, full of years and beloved by 
a wide circle of friends, who wilt 
cherish his memory and ‘thank God 
for the consistent example of a good 
‘and gracious life,

‘An order was obtained from the 
Government forbidding all_ forms of 
extortion on the China Merchants| 
ships. ‘The rule was made that tips 
up'to ten per eent, of the passage 
money could be accepted. Notices 
were posted prominently in all ships 
Inviting passengers to report cases 
of attempted extortion, and these 
notices were made more effective by 
the announcement that disobedience 
of the company’s orders would be 
Fegarded as disobedience to the Gov- 
jernment’s orders and treated accord 
ingly. ‘The company took avery 
grave view of all cases reported {0| 
them—an attitude which soon had the 
‘effect of at least mitigating the evil,

‘When asked what was taking him 
up to the late capital, he announced 
that he wanted to be present at al 
National Conference of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. He 
resented any imputation of old age 
and his retort (0 the greeting of 
‘old Tientsin friend, now in Shangh:

Doubts as to Accuracy 


On September 23, the “Northe 
China “Herald” printed a num: 
Ber of prophecies by Mr. N:P. 
Bajenoff. a Shanghal-resident, which 
were based on these of the Bible and 


‘Changes were to lake placo shortly, 
while September 10, 1936, was de- 
stined to be one of the most Import 
‘ant dates In the history of the world. 

‘Among these prophecies were, 
Oretly, thet during the ten days be- 
tween September 16 and September 
26, there would be an event that 
would sigalfy unmistakably the end 
cf the depression, and secondly, that 
fan event would occur in 1930 that 
‘would be a base for the union of 
‘America and Britain. 

“Many expressed» disappointment, 
‘sald Ae, Bajenoff on October 16, that 
nelther earthquake, flood nor other 
Alsaster took place as expected by 
them, and doubts even arose among 
those who belleve in the prophecles 
as to whether thelr fulfilment bore 
any relation to current events. Mr. 
Bajenoff feels that they had not ap- 
reclated fully the fact that “up to 
he present all Biblical prophecies 

ye received thelr fulfilment exactly 
‘on the predicted dates,” and 
they had “failed to examine care- 
fully the telegrams. reporting what 
sctually did oecur on the 16th and 
‘20th respectively.” 

Tn the analytical survey of events 
sald to be due to take place (whieh 
‘appeared in the “North-China Herald" 
last month), Mi, “Bajenoff em- 
phasized its division into two separate 
groups, namely, Armageddon, the 
destruction of world evil or Bolshe- 
vism by God Himself, and | events 
covering the efforts of humanity fore~

‘conditions of Armageddon. 

Day of Armageddon 

With regard to the former. the day 
of Armageddon was known only 10 
God, and-no one else, and this, he 
felt, should be taken ‘as a warning 
to ‘those who expected all divine, 
cosmic and selsmle disturbances.

‘The 
Tetter he subjected to a more careful 
analysis, 

Both the Bible and the Pyramids 
foretold the end of the depression and 
of the world economic war of 1028- 
1036." Definite dates of an economic
